ready customer. Last came Mrs. Coomb*, u 
lank, pale female, of the familiar hallelujah 
pattern, wearing the Salvation army pott 
bonnet, and Mrs. Maury, tin keeper of a dis- 
orderly house, a shabby person who had 
decked her bonnet with red, blue and yel- 
low, and seuuied to invite rather than tu 
shun inspection— doubtless regarding the 
whole alfalr as a good advertisement.

The enemies of the Civil Service Act are 
determined to get rid of it. Itjhaa been 
a barrier everlastingly turning up in the 
way of some good, honest, capable Dem- 
ocrat since the inauguration of President 
Cleveland. He has been conscientious 
all along in the matter, and haa striven 
to enforce the Act' because he found it 
one of the laws of the country upon his 
entrance into office.
